GATES BELIEVED NEAR DEATH; 
PNEUMONIA HAS DEVELOPED. 


Financier Worse than Any Time Since 
Present Illness—Heat in Paris In- 
creases. 


PaRIS, July 2—John W. Gates is worse 
tonight than et any time since he was taken 
fll. Small hope now exists of his recovery. 

Gates this morning developed pneumonia 
in the left lung. His kidney troubie had been 
progressing favorably, but the added com- 
plication of pneumonia, with weakness in- 
creased by the excessively hot weather, 
causes the attending physicians to consider 
his chances for recovery slight.

Civic Workers Deplore Attacks on 
System Disposing of 35,000 
Cases with but 8 Complaints. 


ASK HONESTY IN COUNTY INQUIRY 


Miss Julia Lathrop yesterday announced 
that the Russell Sage foundation is about to 
publish an elaborate report on juvenile del- 
inquency in Chicago, based on a study of the 
Juvenile court system. 

Ten students of civic affairs worked for 
about two years in the research under direc- 
tion of the School of Civics and Philan- 
thropy on lines approved by the leading ex- 
perts of the nation. 

Miss Lathrop would divulge but little in 
advance of the report, which she said was 
made with the funds of the Russell Sage in- 
stitute and at much expense. But she did 
credit Chicago’s juvenile court system as 
the best in America. Mrs. Gertrude Howe. 
Britton went farther in saying that of the 
35,000 or more cases handled by the Juve- 
nile court in the ten years of its existence 
but seven on eight cases of cruelty were re- 
ported. 


County Officers Announce Inquiry. 

The announcement was simultaneous with 
another announcement made by Ballard 
Dunn, chairman of the Cook county civi: 
service commission, that a young man named 
Henry Neil had been started by that body on 
a course of inquiry into the Juvenile court, 
the Juvenile Detention home, and the proba- 
tion department. 

Miss Lathrop said she had no fault to 
find with this investigation. In view of 
the fact, however, that it had been preceded 
by a series of “ captious and hysterical at- 


tacks upon the juvenile court system she 


was of the opinion that at least a few candid, 
unbiased, and scientific experts should assist 
Mr. Neil in his study. This in order that 
Mr. Dunn's inquiry might be free from the 
imputation of unfairness or the suspicion of 
sheer sensationalism. 


Is Surprised at Attacks. 

Miss Lathrop said: 

“I have been out of the country for some 
time and I find myself much bewtldered by 
the situation which I discovered upon my re- 
turn. I am told a large part of the winter was 
taken up by a series of captious attacks upon 


dents which could not in any case be ascribed 
to the Juvenile court system or to its admin- 
istration here. 

1 earnestly believe that this is on the 
whole the best equipped and administered 
court in America. That it has defects I do 
not doubt, but the attacks, as far as I have 
read them, only cover spectacular cases of 
children who were disposed of under laws 
passed about twenty-nine years before the 
Juvenile court act was passed, 


It was found recently that a bill was be- 


fore the governor for his signature which was 
apparently intended to destroy the Juvenile 
court in Cook county as it distributed its 
functions among the city courts, twenty- 
seven in number. This law had reached thé 
governor without the knowledge of Chief 
Justice Olson or Judge Pinckney. Doubtless 
influenced by their advice, the governor 
promptly vetoed the bill. 


Negro Parole Officer a Victim. 

„ haven't been able to keep up with all of 
these attacks, which are so hard to trace to 
their source, but one of the cruelest was an 
attack upon Mrs. Johanna C. Snowden, a 
negro probation officer, whose work I have 
had personal oppporunity to observe I re- 
gard her as one of the most valuable proba- 
tion officers in Chicago. 

“The School of Civics and Philanthropy 
made two years ago an inquiry into juvenile 
delinquency based upon the records of the 
Juvenile court. The inquiry was elaborate 
and extremely costiy, both in securing the 
data and in preparing ft for publication. The 
report is now in the hands of the Russell 
Sage Foundation, which paid for it and win 
publish it. I am not at liberty to discuss it 
in advance of publication. ° 


Would Have Revealed Abuse. 

“This much I do know, that hed there 
been systematic abuse of power by the court 
‘or by the probation officer, it would have 
been revealed by that inquiry. 

„ We worked on this for over a year wit> 
an average staff of more than ten individuals. 
Our methods were submitted to the most dis- 
tinguished critics in America, including John 
Koron of the federal bureau of statistics and 
Ethelbert Stewart of the federal bureau of 
labor. 

It the county will Investigate the method 
of the court with as much candor and in the 
same scientific spirit with which the research 
department of our school conducted its in 
quiry, it can secure an invalueble result, even 
if it uses only a few experts and even if the 
investigation lasts but a few days. It oan 
set at rest forever the anxiety that must have 
been aroused in thousands of persons by the 
extravagant and unreasonabie statements 
that have been mas of late.” 


Mrs. Britton Welcomes Honest Study.

GROCER SHOOTS STRIKER. 


Chicago peddlers voted last night to discon- 
tinue their strike against the community at 
large. They came to the decision, after five 
days of disturbance, lost profits, and arrests, 
that they must find another and more peacea- 
ble way to bring about the repea! of the 
anti-noise ordinance. 

This morning the peddler, strangely silent, 
but just as eager gs ever to drive a bargain, 
will wend his way through the streets and 
alleys recently deserted by his kind. Those 
who served through the brief guerilla cam- 
paign on the strikers’ kerosene ‘ wrecking 
crew may return to the more peaceful occu- 
pation from which they were drafted. And 
the handful of leaders whose word has been 
law to 4,000 roving merchants in the dura- 
tion of the strike may forget their taste of 
power in dickerings at the city’s back doors, 


Promised Aid of Housewives. 

The vote was taken at a massmeeting in 
Workmen's hall, West Twelfth and Waller 
streets, at a meeting which followed a vain 
appeal made to Mayor Harrison earlier in 
the day. They learned for the first time that 
the council alone was responsible for the 
anti-noise legislation and were told that noth- 
ing could be done until the next meeting of 
that body, six weeks distant. 

The financial loss involved in a continua- 
tion of the strike for that period, when cor- 
templated by the hucksters, seemed more 
than they could bear. They capitulated, 
with only one dissenting voice, a single ped- 
dler opposing the will of the majority wnen 
the quesi.on was put toa vote. 


Will Win Friendship. 

Julia Felsentha! of the Conference of Jews 
ish Women’s clubs and Miss Grace Abbott 
of the Hull Houre Immigrants’ Protective 
association attended the meeting and assureé 
the peddlers that if they went about their 
business in the quiet manner enjoined upon 
them by the anti-noise ordinance they soon 
would win the support of housewives. 

In response to the delegation from the 
peddlers headed by Congressman Sabath, 
the mayor declared that it was beyond his 
power to grant a suspension of the unti- 
noise ordinance. 

„1 am sworn to enforce the ordinances,” 
he said. ‘ When I made the former suspen- 
gion, the case was before the license com- 
mittee. Now there is no such condition, and 
there is no power’ by which I could granta 
suspension of the ordinance.” 


Strike Aids South Water Street. 

The strike has reacted to the advantage 
rather than the loss, as might be supposed, 
ot the South Water street produce merch- 
ants. Ite continuance would mean for them 
@ return of trade conditions prevalent years 
ago before the peddlers began to make in- 
roads upom the retail grocers. 

At that time it was the custom for grocers 
to make a special of one certain fruit. 
They bought this special in large lots at 
reduced but profitable prices. Since the 
strike some grocers have bought fruit in 
earioad lots. 


Shooting and Riots During Day. 

Shooting and a number of minor riots kept 
the police In the ghetto busy during the day. 
Still, the peddlers appeared to realize after 
their interview with the mayor that their 
cause was hopeless, and what picketing oc- 
curred was of a desultory sort.

France and Britain Will Send 


Ships to Agadir Unless 
Germans Retire.

HOPES FOR SETTLEMENT. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. |] 

LONDON, July 28.—While European opin- 
ton today is practically unanimous that the 
Morocco trouble has taken a distinct turn 
for the better, it is learned on good authority 
that a move is under contemplation by the 
British and French governments which 
might make the situation one of far greater 
tension than has been the case since the 
Panther arrived at Agadir. 

This highly dangerous move is the project 
of dispatching British and French warships 
of equal tonnage and armament to the Berlin 
and Panther to Agadir in case the German 
vessel or vessels, as the case may be, are 
not withdrawn from the Moroccan port by 
a date yet to be fixed. 

As already has been stated, it wae decided 
jointly by the London and Paris govern- 
ments, after the news of the Panther’s ar- 
rival at Agadir, to take a step of this kind. 
This decision, however, was not put into exe- 
cution, as it was thought it might be regarded 
as provocative. . 


Daily Mail Urges Action. 

Regrets have been expressed in various 
English quarters that such a step was not 
taken, and the Daily Mail today editorially 
declares that “the action is the proper 
answer to Germany's action and if the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and France had 
acted with promptitude—had acted, rather 
than talked—as they showed a disposition to 
do at the outset, the situation would not 
have become so difficult. If cruisers had been 
| sent to Agadir to assist the Germans in their 
professed mission of protecting the interests 
of Europeans in the Sus country, we should 
not have drifted into a position of having to 
make emphatic declarations on the platform 
or in the commons.” 

The logical query now is why, if the action 
which was at one period abandoned because 
it was considered possibly provocative, 
should similar acticn again be contemplated 
by the powers who have no desire but for a 
peaceful settlement? The answer given is 
that such action will not be taken unless 
Germany forces France and England to take 
it by continuing to fly her flag at Agadir. 


Hope for Peaceful Ending. 

It is hoped that in the course of the con- 
versations in Berlin some basis of arrange- 
ment soon will be reached and that Ger- 
many will, on her own Initiative, withdraw 
the Panther, or Berlin, or whatever vessel 
it has at Agadir, or both, if, as it is thought 
here, she now is keeping beth within close 
range of that port. . 

No time is assigned for the German with- 
drawal, but, according to the best informa- 
tion, the joint dispatch of warships by Great 
Britain and France is already decided upon, 
should undue Teutonic 4flatoriness make 
such a step deatrabie. 

The Berlin conversations will continue 
their course and the general opinion today 
is that a basis for settlement will be 
reached. But that does not make the con- 
templated dispatch of the British and French 
warships to Agadir any the less significant. 


‘ Conference On. 

RAMBOUILLET, France, July 26.—At the 
conclusion of the cabinet meeting today, 
when President Fallieres presided, two offi- 
cial announcements were made. The Sirs 
was that Foreign Secretary De Selves had 
said the pourpariers between France ud 
Germany were proceeding normally.

Washington, D. C. July 28.—[Speciak l 
President Taft today sent to the senate the 
following nominations of appointees to fed- 
eral offices in Illinois: 

James H. Wilkerson, appointed United 
States district attorney at Chicago to suc- 
ceed Edwin W. Sims. 

Luman T. Hoy, reappointed marshal for 
the Northern district of Illinois. with head- 
quarters at Chicago. 

The nomination of Wilkerson came as @ 
great shock to Reprecentative James R 
Munn of the * South Chicago district of 
Illinois. He did not try to conceal his anger 
when he heard of it. He asserted the bre 
dent had promised to reappoint Sims. 

Mr. Mann threatened to have his revenge. 
He criticised Senator Cullom sevérelg and 
thought a geod way to punish him would be 
to come out as a candidate against him for 
the senate. He predicted disaster for the 
whole administration as a result of the pres- 
ident ignoring him. He expects to announce 
nis candidacy against Cullom at once, he 
said. 


Cullom Urges Appointments. 

The nominations were made by the prest- 
| dent fonowing a call he received trom Ben- 
ator Cullom. The president had been consid- 
ering the advisability of postponing action 
until next Winter, but the senator soon con- 
vinced him that an immediate disposition of 
this federal patronage is desirable from »e 
political point of view. 

The appointments were referred to the gen- 
ate judiciary committee. and it is expected 
that they will be favorably reported and con- 
firmed early next week. The indorsement 
of Mr. Wilkerson by the committee will be 
a mere formality, but in the case of Mr. Hoy 
there may be a call for an inquiry before 
voting him a favorable report. 

There were at one time some Irregularities 
in the expense accounts of Marshal Hoy’s 
deputies, which never were fully explained. 
One deputy, accused of falsifying his ac- 
counts. was discharged, but another sim- 
ilarly accused was retained. 

Attorney General Wickersham investi- 
gated the matter and decided Mr. Hoy was 
not responsible for the delinquencies. He 
recommended the marsha! for reappointment 


Shakeup in Attorney’s Office. 

The understanding is that there will be a 
complete reorganization of the district at- 
torney's office. Mr. Wilkerson, nowever, will 
remain in charge of the prosecution of the 
packers. 

Mr. Wilkerson has been connected with the 
department of justice in various capacities 
for more than a decade. Formerly he was 
attorney for Cook county. He directed the 
successful prosecution of the Standard Oj) 
company in the lower court which resulted 
in the famous $29,000,000 fine. He is regarded 
by the attorney general as one of the most 
efficient of his trust prosecutors. 

In politics Mr. Wilkerson has been assoct- 
ated with Mr. Sims in opposition to the De- 
neem organization, represented in Hyde Park 
by Roy O. West. He is not identified, how 
ever, with the Lorimer following. and re- 
cently has shown his independence of the 
junior senator's influence. 

Mr. Hoy. who resides at Woodstock, I. 
has served one term as marshal. He was ap- 
pointed originally through the influence of 
Senator Hopkins, whose campaign manager 
Mr. Hoy became.

Tariff revizion has reached a stage in Which 


it is worrying almost all the political elements 
that participate in enacting legislation. with 
the possible exception of the progressive Re- 
publicans, who are enjoying their balance of 
Dower in congress. 

The greatest interest centers in the action 
which President Taft will take on the wool 
bill, the farmers’ free list, and such other 
tariff measures as may be submitted to him. 

A friend of the president said today Mr. 
Taft will veto the wool bill unless he be- 
oomes satisfied that the people want an ex- 
periment made in the reduction of duties in 
advance of the tariff board’s report next 
December. 

The president firmly believes no changes 
should be made in the Aldrich-Payne law 


until the tariff board submits the results of | 


its investigation of the difference in the cost 
of production at home and abroad. 

But he has denounced the wool schedule of 
that law as indefensible in its robbery of tre 
people to protect the wool trust. It is realized 
by the administration that thé people, there- 
fore, are entitled to receive the earliest possi- 
ble relief. 


Balk at Cotton Schedule. 

The Democrats in the senate showed a dis 
position today to reverse their oars and to 
back water on the tariff revision program 
Bome of the southern senators even went to 
the extent of waiting upon Senator La Fol- 
jette to urge him not to press his bill revising 
the cotton schedule as an amendment to the 
farmers’ free list bill when it comes up Tues- 
day. The senator from Wisconsin would not 
promise them definitely and the southern 
Democraam went away unhappy. 

The Democratic leaders in the senate who 
reluctantly went into the coalition with the 
Republican insurgents are still doubtful as 
to whether they made political capital for 
themselves or for Mr. La Follette. They are 
thinking it over. 

They heard from the south today, especi- 
ally from some of the industrial sections, 
and as a result of this information they 

now want to let the cotton bill go over untl 
the regular session. They were saying today 
that the cotton schedule was a complicate4 
one and it would be a mistaken policy to go 
into a revision of it without having more in- 
formation at hand. 


Work of Tariff Board. 

Their position is much like that of Pres!i- 
dent Taft, who wants to wait until after the 
tariff board submite its report in order that 
a scientific revision may be had. 

The tariff board was created and has been 
continued with liberal appropriations, largely 
through the persistence of the insurgent Re- 
publicans. Nearly $500,000 has been put at 
us disposal to secure information. It Is now 
at work collecting information, particularly 
on the woolen schedule. 

The tariff board has promised that the in- 
formation will be ready when congress meets 
im December. The president has assured 
senators that he will endavor to submit this 
information when cone meets in Debem- 
ber. The tariff board has its agents at work 
im the centers of the woolen industry of the 
United States and abroad. 


Wool Bill on Speaker’s Desk. 

The wool bill as it passed the senate will re- 
pose on Sheaker Clark's table until next week 
and will then be called up by Mr. Underwood. 
He may move to nonconcur in the senate 
amendment and to ask for a conference and 
that the speaker appoint conferees for the 
house. Or he may move to nonconcur and 
that the bill be sent back to the senate. In 
that case it will be up to the senate to ask for 
the conference. The Democrats in the house 
may decide to hold a caucus to work outa 
program of action on the bill that has been 
put up to them by the senate. 

Senator La Follette.is still happy over his 
victory with the wool bill in the senate. It is 
understood if the bill is sent to conference 
Senator Bailey and Senator Simmons, who 
voted against Canadian reciprocity, will be 
the Democratic conferees and Senator La 
Follette the Republican conferee. 

The Republican leaders in the senate be- 
lieve as the bill was passed by the Democratic 
and insurgent votes the conferees from the 
senate should be selected from the dominant 
element in the proportion, as nearly as possi- 


dle, in which they contributed to that result. 


Hope for Early Adjournment. 

The cotton bill will pass the house next 
Thursday, probably. Democratic leaders as- 
gerted that if the presemt program is carried 
out there is nothing to prevent adjournment 
about the middle of August. 

The plan contemplates a compromise wool 
bill on a 30 per cent ad valorem raw wool 
duty Dasis. This measure wil! go to confer- 
ence ether next Monday or Tuesday. 

The free list bill, instead of being handj- 
capped with the sugar, steel, and other sched- 
ules as riders, is to be changed only by the 
Balley amendment, which strikes out the 
provision placing farm products on the free 
list. This amendment is necessary to insure 
the Republican insurgent vote.

“The party of the first part, in order to 
carry out and effectuate his purpose, cove- 
nants and agrees to convey to the said party 
of the second part within four months from 
the date hereof all of the aforementioned real 
estate and also to assign, transfer, and set 
over unto the said party of the second part, 
trustee, proper instruments and assurances 
in law, all of the aforementioned bonds, 
shares of stock, and securities as duly set 
forth in the schedule. 

Provisions for Selling Stocks. 

„Provided, further, that upon the joint re- 
quest in writing of the party of the first part 
and of the said Edna Goodrich, duly present- 
ed to the said party of the second part, to sell, 
assign, convey, or transfer any or all of the 
aforementioned real property, or any or all 
of said bonds, shares of stock, or other secu- 
rities, the said trustee shall take such steps

„The said party of the first part hereby re- 
serves to himself the power from time to time

IDEALS HIGHER IN FRANCE. 


Author to Spend Year in America and 
Investigate Workers.

New York, July 26—([Special.}—M. Fran- 
cols de l’Espigarie de Tessan, whose cousins 
are the marquis, count, and viscount of the 
French family of Chambrun, and who is a 
contributor to French magazines and news- 
papers, is on a holiday trip around the world, 

And what could be more natural than 
that he should spend a year of his long fur- 
lough in the country he has long admired— 
the country of Washington, the step-country 
of Lafayette! 

So M. de Tessan and the charming woman 
who is Madame de Tesean arrived in New 
York this week on the first lap of their long 
journey. 

Workers Real American Women. 

M. De Tessan, of course, was asked what 
he thought about American women, and as 
he has been here before, the question was 
not so unfair as it is sometimes. In reply 
he salat 

I find the American woman beautiful and 
charming. She has a delightful, conquering 
air that distinguishes her from the women 
of other nations. But in writing about the 
American woman I shall not make the mis- 
take of taking a few ladies of the great world 
as typical. I shall study the girle\in the 
shops and factories, and the wives and daugh- 
ters of workingmen, for they are the real 
American women, 

“I believe in extending the influence and 
power of woman everywhere, for I think it 
will be conservative of good. Women are 
powerful in France. They have always been 
powerful. 


French Womtn Not Aggressive. 

“And feminism is strong in France, and 
growing stronger. You do not hear much 
about it, for our women are not sensational, 
not aggressive. The idea of the family is 
strong with us. We have just as many love 
matches as you have, but with us marriage 
means not only the union of two loving 
hearts, but of two families, 

The French marriage united the ideal and 
the practical, while here you have only the 
ideal. After ten or twelve eyars, when the 
ideals of youth are gone, there remain with 
us practical ties of interest and of family 


solidarity. With you, when the ideal is fled, 
there is, what? Divorce. 

“Think of the enormous number of your 
divorces."’ 

“The number of our divorces ‘testifies to 
the height of our feminine ideal,’’ the report- 
er answered. We have a single standard 
of loyalty for husband and wife in America, 
while in France women still believe it is their 
duty to pardon everything.” 


, Ideal That of Egoist. 

“But the American woman’s ideal is that 
of an egoist,’’ urged M. de Tessan. She sub- 
ordinates her children, the preservation of 
the family, to her own personal grievance. 
It takes courage, certainly, to say ‘I will 
crush my life and begin over again and make 
a new one,’ but it requires more courage to 
renounce vengeance, to say in the face ofa 
personal wrong. I will stand by my children : 
I will help save my husband.’ When a woman 
forgives in France we do not laugh. We say. 
‘How splendid! What sublime renuncia- 
tion!’ 

“You see, the French woman still clings 
to the Christian idea of forgiveness. We are 
in some respects much more conservative 
than you. Our ideals go far, too far, in my 
opinion, but our actions do not go so far as 
yours. For instance, the two young women 
under indictment for shooting a man who 
are exhibiting themselves in a theater here. 
Such a spectacle would not be possible in 
Paris. It would not be permitted. We ex- 
hibit any picture of any crime, but we do not 
show eriminals.

structures. 

Some of the floating foundations are only 
thirteen or fourteen feet deep.“ he explained, 
“and asa general proposition bullding a sub- 
way from building line to bullding line in 
Chicago is not feasible. It would be impossi- 
ble to predict the result, as each building 
is a case by itself, but the plan is not feasible. 
The subway will have to be oonfined to the 
space between the curb Mnes.” 


City Engineer Gives Views. 

City Engineer Ericson's views on this sub- 
ject were laid before the transportation com- 
mittee several weeks ago. 

“While the city undobtedly can take pos. 
session of the subsidewalk space,” he said. 
“it does not seem necessary to do so, and 
if not necessary it seems unwise, as it un- 
doubtedly will cause trouble, litigation, and 
delay. 

“In localities where the city has title to 
the subsidewalk space, and particularly with- 
in the denser businesg district, the rentals 
from this space when served with subway 
sidewalks would probably pay the cost of the 
construction of the adjacent subway. Any 
plan which involves the use of the entire 
width of the street for subway construction 
involves serious and expensive interference 
with the foundations of existing buildings, 
absorbs the subsidewalk space which is de- 
sirable for other purposes and should be 
avoided.” 

Mr. Reynold said that he had given no 
detailed study to subway construction, but 
on the whole he agreed with his associates.

FIND TENEMENT LAW BROKEN | 


Women Making Inspection Re- 
port Wholesale Violations. 


DARK AND GLOOMY ROOMS.

Inegal Area and Absence of Windows 
Noted in Statistics. 


* 


Wholesale violations of the tehement code 
in Chicago have been found by investigators 
of the Chicago Schoo! of Civics and Philan- 


thropy. 

A recanvass of twelve blocks, which are 
among those subjected to an investigation 
ten years ago, was made by Miss Sophonisba 
Breckinridge and Miss Edith Abbott. 

Their findings show: 

That 207 cellar apartments were found, 
although the law provides that no cellar be 
used for living purposes; that 2,703 rooms 
were found under seventy square feet in area, 
the minimum size now prescribed by law; 
that 3.132 rooms were found under 8% feet 
high, the minimum height now prescribed. 


No Windows in Rooms. 

“That in 481 rooms the window area was 
leas than 10 per cent of the floor area, the 
standard set for new houses; that fifty-four 
windowless rooms were found, and 258 rooms 
that were practically windowless since the 
windows, instead of opening to the air merely 
opened in another room; that in addition 13 
these airless rooms, there were 3,908 dari 
and gloomy rooms. 

“That 8,855 sleeping rooms were crowded 
beyond the legal limit, which prescribes 400 
cubic feet of air for every adult and 200 cubic 
feet for every child under 12. 


Long Neglect of Duty. 

„No further word seems ncessary in con- 
clusion,”’ the authors state, for it is hoped 
that this brief statistical summary will speak 
more forcibly than words of Chicago's long 
neglect of duty in making proper provision 
for the maintenance of modern standards of 
housing and public health.“ 

The authors admit that some improvement 
have taken place in the district during ten 
years, but they declare that “the methods 
of cleaning are so out of date and so inade- 
quate that pavements, sidewalks, and alleys 
alike become a public menace and a public 
shame.“

Visiting Nurses Expect Number 
Will Be Increased Next Week. 


TELIS OF UNIQUE COMPLAINT 


Dr. Hedger Says Undertaker Decried 
Lack of Business This Year. 


Fifty-three visiting nurses of Chicago are 
caring for 7,000 babies and by the end of next 
week it is estimated that there will be 8,000 
little patients. More than a thousand were 
added this week. | 

Dr. Caroline Hedger, 
the work, told of some of the conditions and 
obstacles met dy the nurses in visiting the 
babies. 

One undertaker, she sald, complained of the 
work because he has no more funerals. This 
unique complaint was made to a nurse work- 
ing in the southern part of the city. She 
stopped at the undertaking establishment to 
have a chat and in the conversation was 
asked how she was getting along with her 
work. 

Very nice.“ she replied, “ we have had 
few deaths this year, and the mothers seem 
to take more kindly to us and our sugges- 
tions.” : 

“I should think you were doing nicely,” 
replied the undertaker. “ You are almost 
driving us out of business.” 

Ten tents are located at different points 
over the city, where sick babies are cared 
for, a nurse being in charge of each tent, 

Speaking of the reception given the nurses 
ip the work, Dr. Hedger said: 

“ We find that the mothers over the city 
are becoming educated to the idea of a vielt- 
ing nurse and they are cotperating with us 
much more than they did last season. Last 
season women set dogs on our nurses out in 
Bridgeport. Six weeks later, though, some 
of them were begging the nurses to comeand 
see their babies.”’

It was a matter of gossip tn the county 
building yesterday that Dr. Thomas 8. Crowe 
will soon resign his position as county phys 
clan. The linking of the doctor’s name with 
the irregularities involved in the civil serviee 
examination for county hospital internes was 
given as the reason. 

It is said that Dr. Crowe is willing te re 
main despite the scandal. He is without the 
backing which nearly all other county ap- 
pointees have. 

He was the family physician of President 
Peter Bartzen of the county board, and that 
relationship is credited wih being responsible 
for his appointment. Therefore it is reported 
there are no influential politicians urgiag 
the county president to retain him. 


Influences Sought His Removal. 

On the other hand, there are influences 
which have sought his removal. They rep 
resented to President Bartzen that the r. 
tirement of Dr. Crowe would indicate to the 
public that he wanted the civil service aya 
tem operated fairly and honestly. Mr. Bart 
sen has been listening to that sort of ar 
ment and is said to have indicated that he 
may follow it, 

Mr. Bartzen ts sald to be opposed te Gi 
stacing Dr. Crowe by removing him. He & 
credited with the desire that Dr. Crowe shall 
not suffer such injury to his professional 
reputation. 

The president of the county board wee 
asked yesterday what instructions he had 
given the investigators of the irregularities 
in the civil service examination. 

“I told them to find out whether the a= 
amination was conducted honestly and fake 
ly,” he replied. 1 told them I did not care 
who they hit or hurt, that if there had beep 
anything wrong about the test I wanted & 
disclosed.”

“It is just as bad, in my opinion, to beve 
changed the marks, even though they were 
corrected later, as it would have been had the 
trickery remained undiscovered,” he replied.

Dunn Invites More Evidence, 

President Dunn issued an invitation to eli 
persons who have information regarding the 
irregularities in the test to meet him next 
Saturday morning. His statement also art: 

“It is my intention to see to it that not 
stone is left unturned to ferret out the culprit 
who took advantage of my absence in Spring 
field, where I was working for the passage 
of the civil service law, to alter the records 
of the internes examination, either tor che 
purpose of boosting personal friends or au- 
crediting the examination. It is my purpose 
to do everything possible to discover the 
criminal.” 

An anonymous newspaper interview was 
credited to Dr. Charles J. Rowan, one of the 
markers, by President Dunn. he physician 
has been requested to appear again before 
the investigating committee.

MR HEALY—When did you have a subse.

Present were Cook, William O’Brien, and 
myself.

Mr. McCordic was asked in detail about 
the business troubles between Hines and 
Cook, and said that the Cook-Weyerhaueser 
letter regarding the charges against Hines 
had been written in his office under his super- 
vision and advice.” He declared he under- 
stood Hines had been carrying about $125,000 
of loans for Cook at that time. 


Repeats Talk with Kohlsaat. 


At the afternoon session Mr. Hanecy asked 
Mr. McCordic if H. H. Kohlsaat had talked 
with him recently. The witness replied he 
had talked with him last week. Mr. Kohl- 
saat had telephoned him. 

Mr. McCordic declined to say what the con- 
versation was, because it had reference to 
possible witnesses in the case.

MR. McCORDIC—And in a previous conver- 
sation with Mr. Kohlsaat, some time before 
that, Mr. Shields’ name had been ment ned.

How Shields’ Name Came Up. 

MR. HANECY—About when was it? 

MR. McCORDIC—It was, perhaps, a week 
or two before the vote was taken in the 
senate on the question of Mr. Lorimer’s elec- 
tion. : 

MR. HANECY—Shields had not figured, and 
his name had not been mentioned at any time 
during the previous investigation or during 
any of the speeches in the senate in relation 
to the right of Senator Lorimer to retain 
his seat, had it?

Sketch of Shepard’s Career. 
ward Morse Shepard was born in New 
York sixty-one years ago. His lineage goes 
pack to the Puritans who settled in New 
pngiand. His father, Lorenzo B. Shepard 


‘was one of the most brilliant of the young’ 


men of New York years ago. Dying at the 
early age of 36, he left a reputation that haa 
pot dimmed with the passing years. 
When E. M. Shepard was 6 years old his 
mother moved to Brooklyn. He attended the 
school in Degraw street. Lack of 
vigorous health necessitated a change, and 
for one year he went to Oberlin, O. Returning 
40 the public schools, he prepared for and 
‘entered the College of the City of New ¥ ork. 
He graduated at the age of 18, and became 
a law student in the office of Man & Parsons, 
goon becoming managing clerk. Of this firm 
bis 3 had been senior member when 
it was Shepard & Parsons. 


Aid to Traction Reform. 

Probably the most lasting legal service per- 
formed by Mr. Shepard was in connection 
with his work as one of the counsel to the 
rapid transit commission, whereby has been 
secured, in spite of extraordinary opposition, 
the beginning of a system of transportation 
owned by the city. 

Mr. Shepard was active te politics for many 
years. In 1894 he opposed the nomination 
of David B. Hill for governor, and organ- 
ized an independent Democracy. in 1805 he 
was the candidate of the independent De- 
mocracy for mayor of Brooklyn, and was 
defeated by Frederick W. Wurster by nearly 
67,000 votes. In 1896 he opposed the nomina- 
tion of Bryan for president, and was made a 
delegate to the gold Democratic convention 
at Indianapolis. zn 1897 he supported Seth 
Low for mayor of, Greater New York, and 
the year following supported Augustus Van 
“Wyck for governor. He joined the Bryan 
faction in 1899 and made peace with Hugh 
McLaughlin, Democratic boss of Brooklyn. 
He was a candidate for the United States 
fare te in 1911, but he withdrew before the 


deontest ended and Supreme Court Justice 


O'Gorman was elected. 


Always Reformer in Politics. 

‘Mr. Shepard always was a reformer in 
politics, He always was an insistent advo- 
aie of honest and decent city government 
He and his associates frequently were con- 
temptecusly referred to as the impractical 
and theoretical reformers,’’ but Mr. Shepard 
was the lawyer who prosecuted and convicted 
the ihn T. McKane crowd. 

He wae a strong anti-imperialist. He de- 
trounced the administration's policy in the 
nig nes and in a public speech declared 
that if he had been in Aguinaldo’s place he 
Would have done as Aguinaldo did. Mr. 
Shepard was a civil reformer and was counsel 
tor the Civil Service association. 

Mr Shepard was a close reader of history, 
Spec. ally of New York. He wrote a life of 
Martin Van Buren and was a contributor to 

many magazines.

| SHAKEUP IN BRITISH CABINET 


Many Changes Will Be Made as 
Soon as Veto Bill Passes. 


BIRRELL MAY QUIT POST. 


Haldane Also Expected to Give Up War 
Office Portfolio. 


LONDON, July 28.—Immedjately after the 
veto bill has passed there will be an entire 
rearrangement of the cabinet, according to 
the statement of an evening paper. 

Whether the actual reshuffie will be so 
drastic as ig forecast remains to be seen, but 
it is known that both Viscount Morley, lord 
president of the council, and the Eari of 
Crewe, secretary of state for India, are anx- 
Sous to throw off the harness because of Ul- 
ness. 

The paper asserts that War Secretary Hal- 
dane and Augustine Birrell, chief secretary 
for Ireland, also will give up their port- 
folios. 

Attorney General Sir Rufus Daniel Isaacs 
is going to the upper house as a law lord, 


and Home Secretary Churchill, according te 


the statement, is slated for the Irish secre- 
taryship. and Lieut. Col. John E. B. Seely, 
the undersecretary 2 war, for the head of 


that ministry. 


Veto Bill Near Victory. 

A solution of the veto bill crisis without 
the creation of peers may be predicted to- 
night with tolerable certainty. Premier As- 
quith had a final interview today with King 
George, who goes with Queen Mary tomor- 
row to Cowes for the week end. 

The “no surrender’’ movement is dying 
of ridicule, its leaders not daring to publish 
the names of its alleged adherents. Lord 
Lansdowne, leader of the opposition in the 
house of lords, on the other hand, has re- 
ceived written pledges of support from more 
than 300 peers in his efforts to save the bill. 


Probable Course on Bill. 
The following is expected to be the course 
designed for the veto bill: 
The house of commons Wednesday Will re- 


ject the house of lords’ amendments and 


meanwhile intimation will be conveyed to 
Premier Asquith that Lord Staldwyn will 
take sufficient Unionist peers into the govern- 
ment lobby, if the Halsburyites challenge a 
division, to oust them. It is believed, how- 
ever, that even this procedure will not be 
necessary, as it is doubtful whether Lord 
Halsbury’s following is equal in numbers to 
the Liberal peers in the house of lords.

The Frugal Cornstarch. 


HE bäker cooks a little cornstarch in 

water and brushes it over his bread to 

make a shiny loaf. Ice creams ar 

made guiltless of cream because a corn- 

starch imitation will serve for the freez- 
ing. Of cornstarch is even made ea liquid 
cream, or imitation cream which serves very 
well for fruits and puddings, but can hardly 
be recommended for coffee, although some- 
times used in it 

The calendar of puddings would be much 
shortened without cornstarch. Although many 
people prefer flour in almost all places for a 
thickener there are those who always use the 
cornstarch, often because they think it less 
trouble, less likely to form in lumps. 

A sort of cold loaf of cornstarch allowed to 
set like mush and when cold cut in squares 
and fried in deep fat is very appetizing. The 
first of the following recipes is for this dish. 
It is one used by a prominent demonstrator of 
cooking. 


Creme Frete—One pint of milk, one-half 


cup of sugar, four tablespoons cornstarch, two 


tablespoons flour, two egg yolks, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon butter, one tea- 
spoon vanilla. Mix sugar, cornstarch, and flour, 
wet with a little cold milk. Scald the re- 
mainder of the milk and add the mixture to it. 
Cook ten minutes. Beat eggs slightly and 
add to the hot cream; then cook five minutes, 
stirring frequently. Add butter and vanilla. 
Pour into a buttered bread pan about an inch 
deep (or thick) and set away to cool. When 
stiff sprinkle board with fine bread crumbs, 
turn ereme upon it, cut into two inch squares, 
crumb, egg, and crumb. Fry in deep hot fat. 
Sprinkle with powdered sugar and serve hot.

worth of chopped blanched almonds. Beat the 
whites of the eggs up well, add one-fourth 
pound of powdered sugar and a few drops of 
vanilla.

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REPAIR PLAN HITS 
STREETS IN LOOP 


Sixteen Blocks to Be Closed 
for Several Weeks; Me- 
Gann Issues Warning. 


CITY WILL SPEND $40,000. 


ommissioner Asks Patience of 
Public and Property Owners 
in Announcement. 


Sixteen blocks of loop streets are to. be 
closed for repairs during the greater part of 
the next month. Formal warning to the pub- 
lic and the affected property owners and 
tenants of the troubles they are facing was 
issued yesterday by, Commissioner McGann 
of the public works department. He stated 
that the time of the blockade would be 
lengthened because of the extent of the work 
to be done. 

The work includes repair of the city water 
mains, gas mains, electric light and power 
and telephone conduits, and the replacing of 
fire hydrants preliminary to repaving with 
creosoted block. 


McGann Asks Owners’ Patience. 

Mr. McGann’s statement of the outlook to 
occupants of buildings along the affected 
streets Was an appeal as well as a warning. 

The streets to be closed are: 

Randolph, between State and Clark streets and 
between La Salle street and Fifth avenue. 

Clark, from Madison to Van Buren. 

Dearborn, from Jackson to Van Buren. 

Fifth avenue, from South Water to Van Buren. 

Such of the public as use these streets, 
read the commissioner's public statement, 
must be prepared to suffer some inconven- 
fence during the next month, as a great deal 
must be done to put the underground work 
in such shape that the new pavement will not 
be disturbed. 

City to Spend $40,000. 

The city alone will spend $40,000in laying 
new water mains, overhauling old ones, and 
installing larger fire bydrants, and the gas 
company will do extensive work overhauling 
existing mains. New conduits will be laid 
by the Commonwealth Edison company, and 
the sanitary district and the telephone com- 
pany will overhaul existing conduits. 

Representatives of the city and the cor- 
porations interested are cooperating and will 
jointly see that this work is carried on as 
rapidly as possible, and while it is hoped to 
reduce the annoyance to a minimum, the 
work is so extensive and must be completed 
within so short a time that parts of each of 
these streets will be out of use during a part 
of the next month.”

NO WAR THIS YEAR. 

There will be talk of war and there may 
be preparation for it, but there will be no 
war this year over Morocco. Diplomatical- 
ly it is necessary for the contending powers 
to indicate that they are not engaged in an 
academic discussion, but are prepared to 
back up what they say, but it is inconceiv- 
able that France, Great Britain, and Ger- 
many are ready for an appeal to arms in 
settlement of such a territorial question. 

Germany must find colonies in which to 

expand, but they will not be sought with 
armies this year. If it were the intention 
of the German government to ascertain to 
what extent Great Britain had lost interest 
im foreign affairs, to what extent France 
might be alarmed, where the nations stood 
with relation to each other, and exactly 
what was the complexion of international 
affairs, that purpose has been served. 

But there will be no testing of the triple 
‘entente with cannons this year. 


FIGHTING MOSQUITOES IN MANILA 

The American sanitary officials not only 
ha ve rid the Panama strip of its insect pests 
but they have been successful to a large 
measure in freeing Manila of its plague of 
mosquitoes. The Manila Cablenews Amer- 
ican, which comments the results obtained 
by the coal oil brigade, concedes that the 
city offers about as many difficulties to work 
of this character as could be imagined. 

In Hawaii the people codperate more 
willingly with the officials and thus make 
the task easier. In Manila the best resi- 
dence sections, where conditions helped 
rather than retarded the efforts, are free 
virtually of the pests. “It is conclusively 
proved on the testimorty of residents,” says 
the Manila journal, “that in some sec 
tions the mosquitoes have so far decreased 
as to be a negligible quantity at present. 
Undoubtedly there are some places in which 
the efforts have not met with as much suc- 
cess asin others, owing to a number of con- 
ditions which may or may not be known. 
The probability is that in most of these in- 
stances the failure is not due so much te 
the means employed as to the manner in 
which they were applied.” 

In Havana, in Panama, in Hawall, and 
in the Philippines the American officials 
have proved their ability to undertake the 
solution of the peculiar problems presented

GOV. DIX AND TAMMANY. 
Gov. Dix of New York made it perfectly 


would not meet the demands of Democrats 
who had supported him in the name of a 
gréat reform.

The awakening was inevitable. There 
were signs of it when the governor, by tak- 
ing his position of splendid isolation,” was 
about to permit Tammany to run away 
with the United States senatorship.

Credit is given Dix where he deserves 
it, and the counts in his favor are not dis- 
couragingly few, but in spite of them he 
will not do.

He is 
a good ‘business governor,’ but governor 
ship is not a business. He has permitted 
home rule to be betrayed in the metropolis, 
where Mr. Hughes scrupulously regarded it. 
He has made excellent appointments, but 
where he has stooped open eyed to exceed- 
ingly bad ones the Tammany boss has been 
the gainer and the moving power. Where 
Wilson or Hughes would have appealed to 
the people, whom the bosses fear, Gov. Dix 
yielded; he compromised; he bargained.” 

Mr. Murphy’s guess is the best guess 
when reform and Tammany enter double 
harness. That is what Mr. Roosevelt en- 
deavored to explain in New York. 


THE ECONOMY OF GOOD HOMES. 

Now that housing has risen above the 
horizon of eur local civic interests and its 
problems are being studied by our most 
representative body of citizens, the Asso- 
clation of Commerce, the words of D. 
Oharies Pranard of the French bureau of 
assurance are especially timely. Put the 
workingman, with his family, in a cottage,” 
he says. “Abolish the tenement. Provide 
instead for each man a little home, sur 
rounded with a Httle garden, trees and flew- 
ers if possible and a place for the young- 
sters toromp. Then you will have increased 
the efficiency of your working class by 100 
per cent.” 

Stated in this form we have proper em- 
phasis laid on the substantial economy, the 
practical saving or gain involved in the im- 
provement of our local housing conditions. 
Scientific government, common sense s0- 
cial organization cannot permit the slum. 
-The humanitarian, the Christian considera- 
tion is above this and aside from it. A body 
of intelligent business men and citizens 
have good reason to attack the problem of 
housing on the lower grounds of efficiency 
alone. 

The house and garden for the worker is 
practical economy. It is not easy to pro- 
vide it. But it is an end worth working 
toward. In a country like America it ougkt 
to be attainable in due time. Primarily it 
is largely a question in our cities of fast 
and cheap transportation. But it also may 
be assisted by concerted effort in the en- 
couragement and perhaps even the financial 
assistance of workers to move out, to buy 
land, and build suitably. Exemption of 
homesteads from taxation, suggested by 
Dr. Pranard, may be advisable. 

In, a democracy we do not accomplish 
such things as readily as they may be done 
under an autocratic government ruling a 
people who are accustomed to being di- 
rected. But we must learn to do it in our 
own way by education, by collective action, 
by mutual aid. 

In Chicago we have taken à long step. 
forward in recognizing that we havea hous- 
ing problem and in sitting down in an in- 
telligent and hopeful civic spirit to work out 
a solution. In the past we have been too 
much disposed to assume that we have no 
such social problems in this happiest of 
lands. So many evils have crept upon us 
with rapidly changing conditions. We are 
beginning to face them now, and more and 
more sincerely and energetically set about 
correction. It is not too late, certainly, 
and certainly it is not too soon. 


THE MAYOR FOR AN OUTER 
HARBOR. 

The mayor’s interest in harbor develop- 
ment is very welcome, and his ambitious 
plan for piers on the lake front north of the 
river and south of Grant park will be 
awaited with interest. The brief outlines 
given to the press have much to recommend 
them, and whether the project in all its 
details can be approved or not, it should 
serve admirably as a basis for broad dis- 
cussion. 

We hope, however, that such discussion 
may be practical and brief, and that the be- 
ginnings of actual work may be determined 
upon as soon as the council meets, at least 
so far as the north basin harbor is con- 
cerned. The mayor seems to favor this im- 
provement, and probably also a majority of 
the council. a 


HOTELS FOR BUSINESS WOMEN. 

A “Business Woman writes to Tun 
TRIBUNE calling attention to the need of 
“bachelor” apartments for women of her 
class. Another follows this up with an ap- 
peal for accommodations for women over 
80. There are institutions where women 
under that age can secure board and lodg- 
ing, but older ones are turned away. There 
are many thousand business women living 
independently in Chicago who spend large 
sums for indifferent accommodations at 
points so far distant from their work that 
ear fare is necessary. 

If these people could be housed and fed in 
hotels entirely confined to working women 
it would be a tremendous advantage to 
them. Like services for men are performed 
by the Mills hotels. It would seem that an 
enterprise to benefit similarly the women 
workers might not only be an act of philan- 
thropy but would also prove a paying invest- 
ment. The time is ripe in Chicago for the 
erection of such hotels. 


SAVING THE BABIES. 

The report of Dr. Caroline Hedger will 
bring an exceptionally broad smile to the 
countenance of Father Dearborn.

T is Grand Duke Nicholas Michaelaievitch 
of Russia who undoubtedly will win the 
prize of $1,000,000, to be awarded by the 
Imperlal Academy of Sciences fourteen 
years hence for the most meritorious his- 
tory of the reign of Alexander L 

Gen. Count Alexis Araktcheff, who died in 
1834, left an extraordinary will, and it is 
under the terms of this that the grand duke 
is destined to receive the award above me 
tioned. ö 

The count was the most faithful and brutal 
agent of the tyranny of Emperor Paul, from 
1796 to 1800. He was the terror of the army 
by reason of the savage punishments with 
which he visited the smallest offense or the 
most trifiinginaccuracy. Intrigue succeeded 
in securing his removal from about the per- 
son of Czar Paul, and it was shortly after- 
wards thet the latter was murdered. 

The passionate sorrow with which Arakt- 
cheff received the newe,.a sorrow which 
he made no effort to conceal, led to his being 
banished to Siberia, along with other con- 
fidants and particular adherents of the mur- 
dered monarch. But some years later, when 
Alexander I. began to feel remorse regard- 
ing circumstances of his father’s death, 
and u which he had been brought to the 
throne, he Pecalied Araktcheff and made him 
one of his ipal advisera 

Indeed, duri the last ten years of Alex- 
ander’s reign tcheff may be said to have 
been the incarnation of the reaction which 
characterized that epoch, an epoch which 
produced the holy alliance against the United 
States and which called into existence the 
Monroe dootrine. 


_ 

The accéssion of Nicholas I. brought with tt 
the downfall of Araktcheff. For, although 
we are accustomed to look upon Nicholas I. 
as the type of the autocrat, yet, compared 
to his elder brother, Alexander I., during the 
last decade of the latter’s reign, he was a 
liberal, indulgent, and easy going monarch. 
Araktcheff retired to his estates, where he 
survived about eight years, livinga life of the 
most profound piety and seclusion, and died 
with his eyes fixed to the last upon the por- 
trait of Alexander I., whom he hoped to re- 
join in heaven. 

Whatever else may be said about the man, 
and of the extraordinary compound of harsh- 
ness and religious fanaticism, there was 
something almost pathetic in his love for 
Emperor Alexander, which he carried beyond 
the grave. For when his will was opened it 
was found that $50,000 had been set aside 
under its terms, to accumulate at compound 
interest in the Imperial bank until 1925. 

This sum.“ to quote the words of the will, 
is intended as a reward for that writer who, 
a hundred years after the death of his late 
majesty of blessed memory, shall write the 
best, that is, the fullest, most trustworthy, 
and most eloquent history of Alexander I.. 
czar of all the Russias, and shall be awarded 
by the highest literary institution in Russia, 
under whatsoever name then existing,’’ and 
to the end that my pious, patriotic request 
shall not pase into forgetfulness, I ordain 
that these provisions of my will with regard 
to this history shall be advertised in the 
London, Paris, and Berlin newspapers every 
fifteen years.”

Now Grand Duke Nicholas Michaelaievitch, 
who already has won many laurels in Russia, 
and especially in France, as an historian and 
as a writer upon all sorts of remarkable dis- 
coveries that he has made in the archives of 
the imperial house of Romanoff and of the 
Russian government, fe busily engaged in 
writinga remarkable work covering the reign 
of Alexander I. 

Inasmuch as he has at his disposal sources 
of information which are open to no other 
historian, and is, moreover, equipped by his 
former writings and researches in a man- 
ner superior to that of any other student of 
history, it may safely be taken for granted 
that no one will be able to excel in value 
the great work upon which he is now en- 
gaged. 

He is a tall, striking looking man, so Hberal 
in his ideas that he is known at St. Peters- 
burg as the Red Grand Duke, and was a 
warm friend of the author Tolstol, whoowed 
indeed to his influence at St. Petersburg with 
both the late and the present emperor the 
immunity which he enjoyed from persecution 
by the government authorities. 

He is, through his father, a grandson of 
Emperor Nicholas I., an uncle of the crown 
prince of Germany, who is fond of him, and 
a brother of that Grand Duke Alexander 
Michaelaievitch who has translated all Ad- 
miral Mahan's works into Rugstan and has 
distributed them free of cost among his fellow 
officers of the Russian navy. 

He is the president of the Imperial Geo- 
graphical society and of the Imperial tiis- 
torical society of Russia; added to which he 
has all sorts of foreign literary honors, in- 
cluding that of foreign member of the Insti- 
tute of France and of the French Academy 
of Science, 

In one of his recent works, a compilation 
of the letters addressed by the consort of 
Alexander I. to her mother in Germany, he 
managed to effectually set at rest the familiar 
legend, according to which that monarch 
survived his alleged death in 1825 for nearly 
forty years as a monk, or rather hermit, near 
Irkutsk, in Siberia, 


—~.- 

Despite the efforts of Queen Marguerite, 
who was first upon the scene when Queen Pia 
was seized so unexpectedly with that sudden 
illness to which she succumbed at the castle 
of Stupinigi, only ten days after the death 
of her sister, Princess Clothilde Bonaparte, 
at the chateau of Moncalleri, near by, the 
priest summoned to administer the consola- 
tions of religion was prevented by her at- 
tendants, and especially by her physicians, 
from entering the sick room until the royal 
patient had lost consciousness. 

This has created a painful impression, not 
only among Queen Pia's relatives but also 
among all that vast majority of the Italian 
people, who, however much they may be 
politically opposed to the papacy, are never- 
theless adherents of the Roman Catholic 
church and never so anxious for ite minis- 
trations as at their own deathbed or at the 
deathbed of those dear to them. 

Of course Queen Pia's attendants and her 
physicians base their attitude in the matter 
and their refusal to yield to the entreaties 
and the demands of Queen Marguerite upon 
the fact that Queen Pia, although a god- 
daughter of Pius IX., wae not much inclined 
towards the church. . 

In confirmation of this they point to an 
interview which she granted to the leading 
Itallan newspaper, the Tribuna of Rome, on 
her arrival in Italy after the overthrow of the 
Portuguese monarchy. In this interview she 
is reported to have said: “I do not go to 
mass. I do not trouble myself about priests. 
I do not speak of religion, and 1 d not like 
people to speak to me of it.“ 

Yet, during the long reign of her good 
natured husband, King Luis, to whom she 
was deeply attached, and whom she so com- 
pleted dominated as to be the virtua] ruler 
of Portugal from the time of her marriage 
until his death, she always showed herself a 
fairly good friend of the church, though not 
to the same extent as her daughter-in-law, 
Queen Marie Amelie. In fact, she wag wont 
to accuse her daughter-in-law of !mpatring 
the safey of the throne by her too warm 
espousal of the cause of the clerica! party 
in Portugal.

Chicago, July 26.—[To the Friend of 
the People.}—I have been two years in 
this ccuntry and came here when I was 
only 17. How may I become naturalized? 
Oan I get the full papers at one time or 
must I take out first papers now and wait 
until I am five years in the country to get 
the final ones? J. K. 
Chicago, July 27.— [To the Friend of 
the People.J]—The section of Tum Tris- 
UNE called the “ Friend of the People” 
is certainly filling a long felt want as a 
source of information to the community 
at large, its advices being most reliable. 
Eight years ago, at the age of 15, I came 
to the United States. Two years ago, be- 
lieving that I became an American citi- 
zen at the age of 21, I applied for my 
citizen papers, but was told I should have 
to take out my first papers, the naturali- 
sation laws having been changed in 1900. 
Now, in applying for my first papers, 
I declared myself as a French citizen, 
having been born In France, although of 
Swiss parents, I had always considered 
myself as a French citizen. I will add 
that before coming to America I resided 
for three years in Switzerland. The ques- 
tions I would like you to answer is 
whether I was right or should I have de- 
clared myself as a Swiss subject, and 
shall I have any difficulties on this ac- 
count in applying for my final papers?

In reply the question asked by L. J. K. you 
are advi that he must first file a declaration of 
intention to become a citizen of the United States 
and after he has resided continuously in this coun- 
try for five years and after at least two years have 
elapsed from the date of filing hie declaration of 
intention he may petition for final papers. The 
so-called minors act providing that any alien arriv- 
ing in the United States under the age of 18 years 
might become naturalized after residing five years 
in this country without making a deciaration of 
intention was repealed by the act of June 20, 1908. 
In reply to the question asked by D. Seever, you 
are advised that I am unable to answer this question 
without securing from him further information in 
order to determine whether or not he was at the 
time he came to this country a citizen of France 
or Switzerland. It is suggested that his query be

CONNECTIONS, 

Chicago July 26.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—Your swat the fly articles 
meet with approval wherever read, but 1 
wish to call your attention to the tents 
erected on the ‘vacant property fronting 
Lake avenue between Seventy-sixth and 
Seventy-seventh streets.

I have to advise you that this matter was ta 
up last year with reference to the tents and tem 
Gwellere. Notices were served upon the own 
agents, and occupants to provide proper san 
closets, to abolish privy vaults, and provide proper 
— to secure sanitation or vacate the pret 
ses. ‘ 

Suite were recommended on July 19, 1910, ang 
afterward withdrawn or canceled on account of the

There are about eight tents occupied by about 
forty people on à lot about 125 feet south of Seventy.

As it was the night crowd of 
Broadway was filing into the shows before 
the boys got back to the hotel. 

Chicago had everything its own way for 
eight innings and the Yanks helped the Sox 
out by several boots. Frank Lange was pitch- 
ing with wonderful speed and accuracy and 
in critical times he was striking out the best 
batsmen, once fanning Cree, Hartzell, and 
Knight in a row when two men were on the 
bases and none out. 


Caldwell Trouble Maker. 

But when the ninth was on and one man 
war out, with the Sox leading by three runs, 
Manager Chase sent in lanky Mr. Caldwell, 
who is a pitcher and some hitter as well. He 
batted for Pitcher Quinn and started all the 
rumpus. He combed a vicious single to right 
field and Daniels followed with a drive be- 
tween Bodie and Callahan for two bases, 
Caldwell stopping at third. Wolter raised a 
high one to left center and it seemed Bodie 
might make the catch.

McConnell. Callahan then produced a neat sacri- 
fice fly that let Lord get home and the two runs 
assured victory, for big Walsh retired the scrappy 
Yanks in their last attempt with ne trouble what- 
ever. 


Prevents Hard Task for Teams. 


If the game today had not been finished the twa 
teams would have been compelled to play three 
double headers in the remaining three days of the 
Sox’s visit here. It is possible Umpire Perrine 
would have called the game an inning sooner had 
he not known of this and wished to avoid so 
much unpleasantness in one series. Tonight all 
the Chicago boys are glad they stuck it out, even 
if they did not get ful! rations at the dinner table 

Russell Ford was the chosen slabman for New 
York, and he was far from his usual form. The 
Sox had him well licked in the five rounds that he 
lasted, and he was replaced by Quinn. ‘he latter 
went along with better effect and allowed no runs, 
but in the last of the ninth he gave his place at 
bat to the mighty Caldwell, and then the latter 
finished the pitching, being the most brilliant of 
the three until he took his beating in the four- 
teenth. 


Poor Day for Pastime, 


It was a bum day for the national pastime, for 
a drizzling rain fell from early morning untl!

Going out 
in 83, he tied the reoord for the first nine 
holes and had his match won at the twelfth 
hole in the afternoon. laying the bye holes 
for a course mark, he kept up his wonderful 
speed, and, coming home in 85, he clipped 
even strokes off the par figures for the 
course. ’ 
The little Riversider has been playing the 
‘most consistent golf of any of the contest- 
ants, hovering around the 74 mark all the 
time, and it was predicted that if he could 
maintain his gait Byers would have his trou- 
bles. These two players were the class per- 
formers in the lower half of the draw.

Ulterior Motives in Tennessee 


Steel Deal Scouted. 


ACTION TO AVERT A CRASH. 


Absorption Needed to Avoid Wide Dis- 
aster, Thinks Ohioan. 


New York, July 28.—No ulterior motives 
were behind the taking over of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company by the United States 
Steel corporation during the financial panic 
of 1907, in the opinion of L. C. Hanna of 
Cleveland. 

Mr. Hanna was one of the syndicate owners 
of the Tennessee concern before the merger. 
He spent the day on the witness stand before 
the steel trust investigating committee of the 
house of representatives. 


That surreptitious motives had been sug- 


gested Mr. Hanna admitted, but he never 
had credited the reports. He believed the 
transaction was necessary to avert the fail- 
ure of the New York banking and brokerage 
firm of Moore & Schley, who held too much 
Tennessee Coal and Iron stock as collateral 
for loans, and to avert wide business disaster. 

Before the threatened failure of Moore & 
Schley,“ asked Representative Beall, had 
not the United States treasury poured $50,- 
000,000 into New York to stop the panic?“ 

“I think so,” Mr. Hanna replied. 

Also before that time,“ Mr. Beall con- 
tinued, “ had not Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan and 
his associates advanced $60,000,000 to relieve 
the financial situation?” 

I heard it so stated.“ said Mr. Hanna. 

Millions Failed to Avert Panic. 

After all that the panic was not averted,” 
Mr. Beall resumed. “ And can you tell me 
why the taking up of only $6,000,000 in loans 


on the Tennessee Coal and Iron collateral] of 


Moore & Schley affected that restoration of 
confidence in the business world which the 
United States treasury and the Morgan mil- 
lions had been unable to do?“ 

“The only explanation,“ Mr. Hanna re- 
plied after some hesitation, is that the 
panic up to that time had not reached that 
character of business houses which were in- 
volved in this transaction. I think from your 
line of questions that you believe the sale of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company was 
a plot. I never thought so, I still wish I 
could have held on to my stock, but it seemed 
absolutely nécessary to sell it to avert serious 
trouble.” 

Representative Gardner of Massachusetts 
also questioned the witness. 


Heard Tales of Discrediting Stock. 

The report has been current, said Mr. 
Gardner, “that an attempt was made by 
persons desirous of acquiring the Tennessee 
company to discredit that concern’s stock in 
the banking world, and to induce banks to 
make imperative calls on loans secured by 
that stock for the purpose of hammering 
down the Tennessee price so that it might be 
acquired by the United States Steeb Corpora- 
tion. Did you ever hear that the deal was a 
deliberate drive?“ 

I've heard gossip about it,” Mr. Hanna 
said. I think I heard Mr. Gates discuss it, 
and probably others talked about the rumers 
afterward. I never felt that way myself. 
and did not believe any one would have been 
so foolish or so dishonorable as to attempt 
such a thing.“ 


Formed Syndicate for Nothing. 

The Tennessee Coal and Iron syndicate was 
formed, Mr. Hanna thought, about Novem- 
ber, 1905. In the original purchase of its 
stock, he had 10,000 shares. 

“In the organization of that syndicate,“ 
Mr. Stanley asked, “did you employ Mr. 
Morgan or any other financial syndicate to 
float your bonds?“ 

The financing of the Tennessee company 
did not cost us the price of a postage stamp.“ 
Mr. Hanna sald. There were no bankers 
employ: ”
